- Meſſengers at Arms, Our Sherriffs in that part ConjunQly and Se- 
verally ſpecially conſtitute Greeting; Foraſmuchas, by ſome Diſcoveries late* 
ly wade of the evil Defigns that were carrying on by Emiſſaries from France, 
ct to the prejudice of Us and Oar Government, We underſtand that Captain 
Jobs Morray Son to the Laird of Abercarnie, was deeply concerned, with others, 
| in the ſaids Treaſonable Practices, and that he is Abſconded, and may be 
lurking within this Kingdom; T herefore, We, with Advice of the Lords of 
Our Privy Council, Do hereby ſtrictly require all Magiſtrats, Officers and 
_ Souldiers, and Our haill other Leidges, to do their outmoſt Endeavour and 
Diligence, to apprehend the ſaid Captain John Morray, and commit him Pri- 
ſoner to the next ſure Priſon, and make Report of his being apprehended to 
the Lords of Our Privy Council: And we hereby Indemnity any preſon 
from the hazard of Mutilation, Slaughter, or any other Acts of Violence, 
which they may commit againſt the ſaid Captain John Morray, or any per- 
ſons with him, in caſe of Keſiſtauce made by him or them in apprehending 
of him; And declares the Apprehenders tree from any puniſhment they 
might be obnoxious to for the Cauſes foreſaid. And for the further Encou- 
ragement of all Our Leidges to this Service, We, with Advice of the Lords 
of Our Privy Council, do promiſe and aſſure, The Sum of Five Hundred 
Pound Starling, to be payed as a Reward by the Lords ef our Theſaurie 
immediatiy, to ſuch Perſon or Perſons who ſhall take and apprehend the 
ſaid Captain John Morray, and commit him to the next ſure Priſon, and Re- 
port the ſame as above; Diſcharging heredy any of our Leidges to Shelter, 
Harbour, or any ways Aſſiſt or Supply the (aid Captain Jobs Morray, upon 
their Higheſt PerriIl. OUR WILL IS HERE FORE, And 
We Charge you Strictly and Command, That Incontinent thir our Letters 
ſeen, ye pals to the Mercat Croſs of Edinburgh, and to the Remanent Mercat 
Croſſes of the Head burghs of the ſeveral Shyres and Stewartries within this 
Our Ancient Kingdom; And there in Our Name and Authority, make pub- 
lick Intimation hereof, that none may pretend Ignorance; And ordains theſe 
Preſents to be Printed and Pabliſhed. : 1 | DR
